The ob­ 
serv ation conv eys the information 
that Mr. Thomp son is attending 
up on the p residtjot. 
Thomp son is really a v ery re 
markable sort of a young man. He 
is an exp ert stenograp her. 
He is 
v ery close mouthed. 
He is the cus­ 
todian of the marv elous grip con­ 
taining mints of exp osition secrets. 
Ev ery time President Francis 
leav es his ofilce to v enture some 
distance Thomp son attends with 
his grip , p rep ared to equip any 
sort of a v ehicle into a trav eling 
office. 
One instance of this readiness to 
seize the v aluable moments was the 
last trip through which President 
Francis made to New York when 
he dictated sev eral hundred letters 
to Thomp son between St. Louis 
and Indianap olis, at which p oint 
Thomp son boarded the next train 
back to the World’s Fair city and 
got the corresp ondence in the mail 
by 7 o’clock the following morn­ 
ing. 
It is a common sight to those 
who know when to watch for the 
unexp ected in exp osition circles to 
see Thomp son sauntering in ev en­ 
ing dress at a recep tion where 
President 
Francis is doing the 
honors. 
Or p erhap s it may be a 
banquet to some v isiting digni­ 
taries. 
No one would susp ect the dual 
cap acity in which the clev er sten­ 
ograp her is p resent. 
In the hip p ocket of his dress 
suit there is concealed, not a deadly 
weap on, excep t in isolated cases of 
earnest 
ap p lications for engage­ 
ment, but a stenograp hic note­ 
book, ready at the nod of 
the 
busy exp osition p resident, who may 
at a thought desire to settle some 
p oint of 
business 
between the 
W orld’s Fair comp any and an out­ 
sider. 
Thomp son usually takes a seat 
behind President Francis at forma" 
dinners and waits for the words 
which m iy be dictated by the 
p resident 
behind his chair, for 
President Francis is a man who 
has the rep utation of being able to 
transact many difficult things a : 
p ractically the same time. 
When Thomp son goes home at 
early kours in the morning his note 
book is filled with letters and state 
ments bearing on the destiny o 
the 
great 
international 
show. 
These dictations are reduced to 
official form the following morn­ 
ing, and sometimes the same night, 
if it is desirous that they be mailec 
at the earliest hour.

convention, it is only a question of 
time when the disease will be er ad­ 
icated.

S om e sur pr ise 
was occasioned 
r ecently by the news that an in­ 
spector of the United States bur eau 
of animal industr y had been ar ­ 
r ested and fined by a local cour t in 
Massachusjetts 
on 
the char ge o 
cr uelly in killing cattle undei ton- 
demnation as being infected with 
the foot-and-mouth disease. 
The 
inspector , 
as 
it 
appear ed, 
says 
Br adstr eePs, r efused 
to pay the 
fine imposed by the cour t and was 
confined in jail 
in 
consequence. 
The impr isonment of an author ized 
r epr esentative of the agr icultur a 
depar tment under 
cir cumstances 
which made it his 
duty to 
kil 
cattle natur ally led to the inter ­ 
vention of the depar tment, and the 
unusual spectacle was pr esented of 
r epr esentatives of the law depar t­ 
ments of the national 
and state 
gover nments, r espectively, appear ­ 
ing, the one to oppose 
and 
the 
other to suppor t the impr isonment 
of a national official by the or der 
of a state tr ibunal. 
The issue was 
not long in doubt. 
Justice Br own, 
sitting in the United States cir cuit 
cour t at Boston, dischar ged the in­ 
spector fr om custody, holding that 
the act of congr ess appr opr iating 
money for the exter mination of the 
foot-and-mouth 
disease embodied 
author ity for the extinction of in­ 
fected cattle; that the killing was 
done by the inspector under pr oper 
instr uctions as a feder al officer , and 
that the state cour t had no jur is­ 
diction in the case. 
It seems odd 
that this r uling was r equir ed to be 
made by a cour t, but things some 
times happen that w ay.

department of newspaper offices, 
is perfecting a typesetting machine 
of his own 
invention 
which he 
thinks will revolutionize the coun­ 
try newspaper business. 
The machine is not designed for 
city dailies which have expensive 
typesetting 
machines. 
It is 
for 
the country publisher, who cannot 
afford this expense, and yet finds it 
difficult to compete with the week­ 
lies 
published from metropolitan 
offices, because of the cost of com­ 
position, 
that Mr. 
Gilmer’ 
s ma­ 
chine is made. 
The machine works upon an en­ 
tirely different plan from any now 
in use. 
It is a sort of combination 
typesetting device and stereotyping 
plant. 
Instead of assembling lines 
of type or matrices, as most ma­ 
chines do, the depression of the 
keys makes corresponding impres­ 
sions in a specially prepared stereo 
typing paper. 
When the line is 
completed a cast is made, and it is 
ready for the form— provided there 
are no corrections to be made. The 
machine “ spaces the line out.” 
A fter twenty years ot hard work 
Mr. Gilmer says he has his ma 
chine perfected and he has an ap 
plication on file in Washington for 
a patent. 
Until that is granted he 
declines to make public all the de­ 
tails of the machine, but he says 
the model he has built works ad­ 
mirably, 
and 
several 
newspaper 
men who have examined the mode 
says it is practical in every respect 
and they are unanimous 
in 
the 
opinion that Mr. Gilm er’ 
s inven­ 
tion will be a beon to the country 
publisher. 
The machine is somewhat larger 
than the ordinary typewriter and 
is portable. 
It can be used on any 
solid table. 
Its speed is estimated 
at about that of the typewriter and 
a little less than that of the Mer- 
genthaler. 
The cost to the news­ 
paper proprietor will not exceed 
I300, which is much less than the 
price of any machine now on the 
market. 
It is not intended, the 
inventor says, to antagonize any of 
the machines now in use, but to 
supplement them in places where 
it is not now possible to use them 
on account of their high prices.
